Secord says Iran offered to assist raid 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Tho Ii^Sni- 
ons dislike the radical Lebanese - 
. who. took. American hostages and 
they oflered to provide information 
for a U.S. raid to free the men, 
Rielu^ V. Secord sold in a maga- 
zine interview' released Friday. 

Secord, a retired Air Force m^jor 
genen^ who played a central role in 
thelran-Conni case, said the Irani- 
ans told him they did not com- 
pletely control Hezbollah, the Leba- 
nese Shiita umbrella group. 

Although tho Iranians succeeded 
in securing freedom for some 
hostages, they said ’|thoy had to pay 
off the Hezbollah” to achieve 
results, bo said.

Thousands of protesters battled riot 
police in Seoid imd in at least four 
other cities Friday after the govern- 
ment banned memorial rallies for a 
striking worker killed in an earlier 
clash.
